We 
wantce to build arm factorics ana although the parliament 
approved the credit for the puilding of four such factorics, 
the British would not let us build them, wo have, however, 
vid ourselvos of the Dritish nilitary ruission,. j/é no longer 
care about the displeasure of the Dritish Bnbassy.e Wo nand= 
cod to fight the war in Palostinc without help of ony descrip= 
tion from Dritain, Other countrics cave us the arns Wo nco= 
cod and wo succeodod in dofcating tho Zionists, ‘Jo co not 
therefore doubt the statoment of the Ilinister of defence when 
he declares that Ecyst will soon have her own arm facto 
rics, Tho governnont which could perform such niracics in 
Palcstine can surcly have arn factorics built in Egypt".
